To  the  civilian,  the  Array  Air  Corps 
has  always  possessed  much  of  romance 


and  glamo\ir.  Of  edl  its  branches  none 
has  more  of  these  qualities  than  the  ‘ 
Strategic  Bombers,  and  SCA  now  has  -in^ 
her  midst  a returned  serviceman  who'  ' 
participated  in  some^-of  the' most 
thrilling  episodes  in  the  saga  pi* 
Liberator  Bombers  over  Europe. , Albert 
J.  Mattern  is  back  with  E&A  Operating 
Analysis  Section  a,fter  3 years  in  the' 
Air  Corps,  19  months,  of  ''vhieh. were 
= ^ent  in  the  Operations  Office  near . 
Eoggia,  Italy. 

Mr.  Mattern  began  his  9 months. pf  fly- 
ing training  on  July  9.,  1942>  - At  ..the  ' 
end  of  that  time  he.xi/as  put.intd  basic 
training  for  operations  work,  and 
later  assigned  to  the  459th  Bombardment 
.Group  %?:hich  landed  at  Naples^.  Italy, 
on  August  2,  1944.  The  29  day  trip 
was  made  in  a convey  of  105  troop  and 
supply  ships  which  was  bombed,  in  the' ' 
Mediterraneanj,  the  ship  ne^t.to  the 
one  ■ on:  whic  h Mr . Mat  .tern  was  a p as  sen- 
ger  was 'sunk*- 

From  our  largest'  Italian. air  field, 
near  Foggia,  the  Operations  Force 
plaoned  much  of  the  long  range  (or. 
stra'tegic) , bombing  of  German  occupied 
Europe,  including  many  flints  to  the 
Ploesti  Qil  Fields  in  Kumania.  In. 
addition  to  choosing  targets,  kinds  of 
bombs,  secret  codes, (for  use  in  con-  . 
tacting  fighter  cover) , height  of  . 
flight,  XT-eather  conditions  etc. , 

Mr,  Mattern' s group  compiled^infofma-  ' 
tion  as  to  location  of  German  Prisoner 
of  War  camps  so  that .-.otir .pilots  would 
not  jettison  bombs -in  places  Which, 
wouhd  endanger  our  men-v/ho  had  b'een 
t^en  prisoner  by  the  Germans.  . 

The  459th  landed  in  .Italy  hefore, 
American  supply  lines  ^^rere  functioning 
properly,  and  .the  first  winter  was 
spent  with  no  heat  of  any  kind  for  the 
men  and  not  quite  as  much  food  as. they 
\'/ould  have  liked.  In  spite  of  this.  , 
the, men  were  very  healthy  and  colds 


were  almost  unknown.  There  was  very 
little  equipment  of  any  kind  at  first, 
desks  and  chairs  being  built  from 
packing  boxes,  and  during  the  second 
winter  heating  stoves  viere  made  from 
anpty  oil  drums.  It  was  ironic  to 
note,  however,  that  colds  were  much 
more,  prevalcn'fc  among  the  men  after  the 
advent  ojf  the  heating  stove. 

Much  American  ingenuity  was  shown  in 
the  furnishing  of  tents,  Mr.  Mattern' s 
peacetime  hobby  being  carpentry,  he 
rna,d^,  sUch  .a;C02y  home  with  its  reclin- 
ing arm  chair  and  electric  bridge 
lamp,  that  a. photographer  was  sent  to 
take  pictures  of' it  for  the  daily 
press.  Besides  .t:his  recognition,,  he 
was  accorded  hy  Jiis  comrades  the  sig- 
•.nal  honor  , of  being  made  President  of 
the  Enlisted  Men's  Club,  a position 
which,  any  man  would  like  to  hold,  and 
of  vjhich.  he  is  justly  proud. 

The  459th  bombardment  Group  was 
reWmed  .'tp  the'.United  States  for 
training  on  B-29*.s,  and  re-deploymmt 
to  the  Pacific.:  The  end  of  the  war 
iiiith  Japan  hastened  their  release,  and 
Mr,  Mattern  is  happy  to  be  back  with 
Operating  Analysis  at  FCA  once  again. 
Nineteen  months  in  Italy  during  the 
"rugged”  period  brought  him  such  expe- 
riences that  he  says  he  can  ^lnderstand 
the  feelings  of  men  X'/ho  kiss  the 
ground  of  the  United  States  upon  their 
return.  Needless  to  say,  Mr.  Mattern 
is  receiving  a warm  and  enthusiastic 
"Welcome  Home!"  from  all  Farm  Credit.

The  Chinese  gallery  with  its  ancient 
and  lovely  glared  pottery,  statue^y, 
and  Buddhist  temple  was  dominated  by 
the  magnificeit  statue  of  Kuan  Yin, 
whose  spirit  of  mystery  seems  to  cast 
a spell  of  enchantment  over  all  who 
gaze  upon  her* 

To  many  the  building  itself  held  almost 
as  much  interest  as  its  cont^ts.  In 
Kirkwood  Hall,  the  stately  columns  of 
Missouri  marble  were  most  impressive, 
and  the  Atkins  Wing  justifies  its 
title  as  the  most  beautiful  museum' in 
America.  Rozzelle  Court,  with  its 
bright  green  patio  highlighting  the 
more  severe  note  of  the  gallery  proper 
is  the  chaiming  setting  of  colorful 
decorations  recently  completed  by 
Daniel  McMorris.
